Following  a  seven  month  national 
search,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
announced  in  June  that  Dr.  Anthony 
S.  Caprio  has  been  appointed  as  the  new 
president  of  Western  New  England 
College.  Dr.  Caprio  was  introduced  to  the 
College  community  in  a  ceremony  and 
reception  June  19,  1996  at  the  Alumni 
Healthful  Living  Center. 

Excited  to  be  the  fifth  person  to  head 
the  College,  Dr.  Caprio  said,  "All  my 
impressions  of  Western  New  England 
College  so  far  are  extremely  positive.  I'm 
struck  by  the  College's  entrepreneurial 
spirit.  This  really  caught  my  attention.  The 
College  doesn't  wait  to  do  things;  it  looks 
for  opportunities,  ways  to  be  productive 
and  financially  sound.  I  admire  that 
characteristic.  I  am  also  impressed  with  the 
people — faculty,  staff,  students,  and 
alumni.  I'm  coming  from  an  institution 
where  there  is  a  strong  sense  of  commit- 
ment, much  of  which  I  helped  to  create.  I 
hope  to  advance  this  sense  of  commitment 
at  Western  New  England  College  also."

Dr.  Caprio  served  since  1989  as 
provost  and  professor  of  language  and 
literature  at  Oglethorpe  University  in 
Atlanta,  GA.  He  was  responsible  for  all 
matters  relating  to  undergraduate  and 
graduate  curriculum  and  faculty  develop- 
ment. Before  Oglethorpe,  Dr.  Caprio 
served  as  an  administrator  and  professor  at 
American  University  in  Washington  D.C. 
from  1980  to  1989. 

Listed  in  both  Who 's  Who  in  America 
and  Who 's  Who  in  the  World,  Dr.  Caprio  is 
a  noted  language  scholar  who  has  coau- 
thored  four  French  textbooks,  and  has 
written  numerous  articles  and  over  130 
book  reviews.  He  is  also  a  sought-after 
speaker  who  has  made  over  150  addresses 
on  topics  such  as  American  and  interna- 
tional education,  cooperative  educational 
ventures,  and  cross-cultural  communica- 
tion. 

Very  active  in  civic  organizations  while 
at  Oglethorpe,  Dr.  Caprio  served  on  the 
Economic  Development  and  Education 
Collaboratives  of  the  Atlanta  Regional 
Commission,  the  Capital  Campaign 
Cabinet  of  the  Georgia  Shakespeare 
Festival,  and  has  been  on  various  commit- 
tees of  the  Downtown  Atlanta  Kiwanis 
Club.  Although  he  will  miss  the  cordial 
environment  of  Atlanta  and  the  many 
friendships  he  developed,  he  is  looking 
forward  to  not  only  becoming  active  at 
WNEC,  but  also  in  Springfield,  and  the 
whole  western  Massachusetts  academic 
community. 

Upon  starting  as  president  at  WNEC  on 
September  1,  1996,  Dr.  Caprio  is  familiar- 
izing himself  with  the  College  and  getting 
to  know  faculty,  staff,  and  students.  After 


better  understanding  what  WNEC  is  and 
the  goals  of  the  College,  he  then  hopes  to 
help  find  support  and  build  on  those  goals. 
He  adds,  "It's  important  to  find  out  what 
the  College's  unique  qualities  are  and  to 
strengthen  those  characteristics.  We  will 
have  to  be  focused.  I  also  hope  to  develop 
a  cohesive  conmiunity,  where  all  voices 
and  opinions  are  considered.  A  real 
strength  comes  from  that  kind  of  participa- 
tion." 

Dr.  Caprio  received  his  B.A.  from 
Wesleyan  University  in  1967,  his  M.A. 
from  Columbia  University  in  1969,  and  his 
Ph.D.  from  Columbia  in  French  and 
Romance  Philology  in  1973. 

A  native  New  Englander,  Dr.  Caprio 
was  born  and  grew  up  in  Providence,  RI. 
He  and  his  wife,  Dr.  Dana  Carton,  who  is 
currently  a  consultant  and  author,  are 
happy  to  return  to  New  England.  They 
have  one  son,  Mark,  who  graduated  from 
Oglethorpe  University.  Dr.  Caprio 
succeeds  Dr.  Beverly  W.  Miller,  who  was 
president  since  July  1,  1980  and  stepped 
down  on  June  30,  1996.  Dr.  Christopher  N. 
Oberg,  vice  president  for  business  and 
finance,  served  as  interim  president 
through  the  summer.

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Rodney  Smith 
Qualifies  for  Summer 
Olympic  Games 

Author's  note:  This  interview  took  place 
at  WNEC  on  July  1.  less  than  three  weeks 
prior  to  the  start  of  the  Atlanta  Summer 
Olympics.  Rodney  Smith  won  his  first  match, 
but  lost  the  next  nvo  to  fall  out  of  medal 
contention.  Despite  the  setback  in  Atlanta, 
Rodney  remained  upbeat  after  his  loss. 

WNEC  alumnus  Rodney  Smith  '88  came 
from  nowhere  in  the  summer  Olympics  in 
Barcelona  in  1992  to  win  a  bronze  medal  in 
Greco-Roman  wrestling.  When  he  steps  on  to 
the  mat  in  the  1996  games  in  Atlanta, 
everyone  in  the  sport  will  know  who  he  is,  and 
he  won't  be  taking  anyone  by  surprise  this 
time.  Despite  that.  Rodney  appears  relaxed 
and  quietly  confident  in  his  chances. 

"I  feel  less  pressure  this  time  around,  but  I 
would  say  that  I'm  more  determined,"  said  the 
30-year  old  Smith.  "I  don't  let  pressure  rattle 
me.  I  know  how  hard  I've  worked.  I  know  I'm 
successful  just  by  making  it  back,  and  I  feel 
like  I've  already  won  a  gold  medal." 

"Making  it  back"  for  Rodney  meant 
overcoming  some  serious  personal  and 
physical  trials  since  his  impressive  finish  in 
Spain.  He  wresded  in  Barcelona  with  two 
damaged  vertebrae  in  his  back  that  would 
break  within  a  year  and  put  him  on  the  shelf 
for  some  time,  and  a  long-time  relationship 
with  his  girlfriend  also  dissolved. 

He  returned  to  wrestUng  in  1994,  but 
struggled,  and  a  frustrated  Rodney  Smith  went 
to  Europe  for  the  World  Military  Games  in 
Rome  and  the  Acropolis  Games  in  Greece  not 
knowing  what  to  expect.  All  he  did  was  win  a 
silver  in  Italy,  and  a  bronze  in  Greece, 
defeating  three  opponents  who  had  been 
ranked  number  one  in  the  world  at  different 
times  over  the  previous  three  years. 

However,  during  the  nationals,  Rodney 
lost  a  match  because  of  a  penalty  called  with 
in  two  seconds  left.  He  had  led  the  bout  all 
the  way  through,  and  the  controversial  penalty 
left  him  dazed  and  heartbroken. 

"I  lost  respect  for  wrestling  when  that 
happened,"  he  said.  "Not  that  I  was  a 
PoUyanna,  I  just  always  thought  that  it  was 
fair." 

Right  after  the  match,  the  tournament 
officials  recanted  and  tried  to  award  the 
victory  to  Rodney,  but  he  would  have  none  of 
it.  "I  come  from  a  family  where  you  don't  take 
things  unless  it's  given  fairly.  After  the  match 
I  asked  the  referee  if  he  felt  I  had  lost  the 
match  and  he  said  yes.  I  didn't  think  it  would 
be  right  to  have  them  hand  it  to  me." 

Disenchanted,  Rodney  took  a  long  time 
off.  It  took  him  most  of  1995  to  get  back  onto 
the  mat.  "Looking  back,  it's  probably  the  best

thing  that  could  have  happened.  It  really 
allowed  me  to  refocus." 

Another  factor  in  the  resurgence  of 
Rodney's  desire  on  the  mat  is  the  relationship 
that  has  blossomed  with  his  fiancee,  Sharon 
Jewell.  A  bronze  medal  winner  in  Seoul  in 
1 988  in  the  demonstration  sport  of  Tae  Kwon 
Do,  Sharon  knows  the  sacrifices  necessary  to 
succeed  at  the  international  level.  The  two 
plan  to  marry  sometime  after  the  Olympics  are 
over. 

"She's  been  there,"  Rodney  says.  "She 
understands  why  I  need  to  do  what  I  do,  and 
she's  very  supportive." 

Smith  didn't  wrestle  alone,  either.  While 
he  might  not  have  been  physically  on  the  mat 
with  Rodney,  his  college  coach  has  had  much 
to  do  with  his  success.  Bob  Skelton,  WNEC's 
wrestUng  coach  for  1 8  years,  has  been  the 
guiding  light  in  Rodney's  career.  He  helped 
the  young  man's  wrestling  talents  blossom  at 
WNEC,  and  has  been  there  for  him  every  step 
of  the  way  to  lend  both  coaching  and  moral 
support.  Their  relationship  has  been  more  like 
father/son  than  mentor/student.  In  fact,  "Uncle 
Bob"  will  serve  as  best  man  at  Rodney  and 
Sharon's  nuptials. 

Skelton,  a  member  of  the  U.S.  Olympic 
coaching  staff,  was  with  Rodney  in  Spain  and 
will  again  be  with  him  in  Atlanta. 

"It's  good  to  know  he's  around  at  the 
Olympics,"  Rodney  says.  "He  taught  me  a  lot 
when  I  was  in  college,  and  he's  my  best 
friend.  When  I  was  at  WNEC  he  told  me  that  I 
was  one  of  the  kids  who  could  make  it  if  I 
wanted  it  bad  enough." 

"The  thing  that  caught  my  eye  when  he 
came  here  was  his  natural  athleticism," 
Skelton  recalls.  "He  does  things  with  his  body 
that  no  one  can  coach.  Technically  he  might 
not  have  been  the  best,  but  his  athleticism 
allowed  him  to  succeed." 

With  his  mind  squarely  on  the  task  at 
hand,  Rodney  went  into  the  U.S.  Olympic 
trials  ranked  number  one  in  the  country  after 
winning  the  U.S.  Championships  in  Las 
Vegas  on  May  4.  Smith  carried  that  burden 
well,  and  quahfied  for  his  second  consecutive 
Olympic  team  on  June  2  in  Concord, 


California.  He  beat  Chris  Saba,  4-0  and  7-3,  in 
the  best-of-three  finals  to  earn  the  berth  in  the 
150-pound  weight  class. 

Rodney  will  have  more  support  in  Adanta 
to  spur  him  on  than  he  did  the  first  time 
around.  He'll  be  wrestUng  in  his  own  country, 
in  the  area  where  he  Uves  (he's  a  U.S.  Army 
specialist  staUoned  in  Ft.  Benning,  Georgia), 
and  a  van  load  of  family  and  friends,  led  by 
his  modier,  wiU  be  traveUng  from  Springfield 
to  root  him  on. 

"That  will  make  a  big  difference  for 
Rodney."  Skelton  says.  "The  crowd  will  be 
going  wild  chanting  'U-S-A'  and  'Rod-ney, 
Rod-ney'  and  that  will  reaUy  pump  him  up.  It 
might  make  a  difference  to  the  referees,  too. 
They  can  be  indmidated  just  like  anyone 
else." 

Is  this  the  last  Olympic  go-round?  "My 
body  says  this  is  it,"  Rodney  chuckles.  "I'm 
going  to  take  a  two-year  break.  If  after  that  I 
feel  fresh  and  mentally  strong,  and  my  body  is 
OK,  I  will  try  again.  We'U  see." 

Rodney  wants  to  spend  time  after  the 
Olympics  writing  and  devoting  more  time  to 
his  other  passion  -  fishing.  "I've  been  fishing 
since  I  could  walk,"  he  says.  "I'd  like  to 
compete  in  the  Bass  Pro  Tournament  some 
day." 

He's  also  kicking  around  the  idea  of  a 
political  career.  "My  mom  never  wanted  me 
to  get  involved  in  politics.  She  was  afraid  it 
would  change  me,  but  I've  always  wanted  to 
be  a  congressman.  If  that  doesn't  work  out,  I'd 
like  to  have  a  role  in  poUtics  somewhere." 

To  be  sure,  winning  any  Olympic  medal  is 
a  feat  at  which  to  marvel,  but  you  can  also  be 
sure  that  Rodney  Smith  learned  from  his  first 
Olympic  experience  and  won't  be  satisfied 
until  he's  on  the  top  step  on  the  medal 
platform  in  Atianta. 

"I  have  never  met  anyone  with  more  grit 
and  determination  than  he  has,"  Skelton  says. 
"I  know  how  bad  he  wants  to  win  a  gold 
medal,  but  no  outcome  can  be  worse  than 
what  he's  gone  through  to  get  where  he  is." 

"I'm  sure  I'll  be  disappointed  if  I  don't 
win  the  gold,"  Rodney  says.  "I'm  not  a  failure 
if  I  don't  win.  My  family  will  still  be  there  for 
me.  I  didn't  realize  diat  last  time."

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Faculty  make  Western

Many  students  say  the  faculty  can 
make  or  break  a  law  school.  Among 
them  is  Colin  Keefe,  a  second  year 
student  at  Western  New  England 
College  School  of  Law,  which  placed 
third  in  the  faculty  category,  as  well  as 
in  the  overall  rankings  [in  a  national 
survey  of  student  satisfaction]. 

"The  most  important  characteristic 
of  any  law  school  is  the  faculty, " 
Keefe  said. 

Professors  at  Western  New 
England,  in  Springfield,  Mass.,  are 

"extremely  accessible  They 

frequently  give  their  home  numbers 
out  in  class  and  encourage  you  to 
call,"  Keefe  said.  "I  feel  comfortable 
saying  I  wouldn 't  want  to  be  at  any 
other  school  because  of  the  faculty. "

What  makes  students  believe  their  law 
school  is  successful  in  fulfilling  their  needs? 
The  quality  of  professors,  the  resource 
facilities,  and  the  sense  of  community  are 
among  the  issues  important  to  students 
according  to  the  April/May  edition  of  The 
National  Jurist. 

This  national  publication  for  law  students 
reported  the  results  of  a  survey  of  28,000  law 
smdents  enrolled  at  1 70  AB A-accredited  law 
schools.  Judged  on  the  basis  of  the  faculty, 
school  facilities,  and  quality  of  life.  Western 
New  England  College  was  ranked  third 
highest  in  the  nation,  and  was  one  of  only 
three  law  schools  in  New  England,  with  Yale 
and  Northeastern,  to  be  in  the  top  20.  When 
the  survey  was  last  conducted  in  1994, 
Westem  New  England  College  School  of  Law 
was  ranked  17th  in  the  nation. 


This  survey  was  the  second  of  its  type 
conducted  by  the  Princeton  Review  which 
asked  students  to  answer  1 1  questions  about 
their  law  school.  The  questions  included 
rating  the  quality  of  teaching,  relations 
between  the  faculty  and  the  students,  resource 
facilities,  and  competitiveness  between 


As  Joan  Mahoney  recently  announced  her

J.  Dunn  '83,  professor  of  law  and  law  librarian,

librarian.  "I'm  pleased  to  announce  the  ap- 
pointment of  Donald  Dunn  as  the  interim 
dean  of  the  Western  New  England  School  of 
Law,"  stated  Dr.  Rex  P.  Stevens,  vice  presi- 
dent for  academic  affairs.  "Professor  Dunn 
hasa  longand  distinguished  record  of  achieve- 
ment in  legal  education.  His  appointment  as 
the  interim  dean  has  the  unanimous  and  en- 
thusiastic support  of  the  faculty  of  the  Law 
School  and  the  administration  of  the  College. 
He  is  known  and  respected  nationally  for  his 
contributions  to  the  field  of  legal  research,  and 
is  asked  regularly  to  serve  on  American  Bar 
Association  and  American  Association  of  Law 
School  accreditation  committees.  Don  has 
agreed  to  assume  the  interim  deanship  until  a 
new  dean  Is  appointed.  We  are  delighted." 

Don  Dunn  said,  "I  am  pleased  and  hon- 
ored to  have  been  named  interim  dean  and  I 
look  forward  to  working  with  the  faculty, 
staff,  and  Law  School  administrators  as  we 
begin  a  national  dean  search." 


students.  The  ranking  used  a  score  of  100 
points  with  the  highest-ranked  school, 
Washington  &  Lee  in  Virginia,  receiving 
80.64.  Westem  New  England  College  School 
of  Law  received  77.5 1 . 

"We  have  always  prided  ourselves  on  the 
quality  of  our  teaching,  the  accessibility  of  our 
faculty,  and  the  sense  of  community  that 
exists  among  students,  faculty,  and  staff,"  said 
Joan  Mahoney,  former  dean  and  now  a 
professor  of  law  at  the  College.  "The  most 
recent  evaluation  of  law  schools  by  the 
students  themselves  shows  that  we  are  doing 
what  we  had  hoped  to  do — provide  a  quality 
legal  education  in  an  atmosphere  of  warmth 
and  trust." 

Professor  Mahoney  was  the  dean  of  the 
School  of  Law  for  the  past  two  years,  and 
taught  one  course  a  year.  She  began  teaching 
full-time  this  fall.  She  says,  "Here  at  the 
School,  we  know  we  have  wonderful  faculty, 
and  the  students  know  it  also,  as  seen  by  77?^ 
National  Jurist  article.  In  my  teaching  here,  I 
have  found  students  to  be  exciting  and 
interested  in  what  they  are  doing  and  really 
fun  to  teach.  I'm  looking  forward  to  full-time 
teaching  and  scholarship,  both  of  which  I  have 
missed,  during  my  stint  as  an  administrator." 

Professor  Mahoney  lives  in  Springfield, 
MA,  with  her  husband,  Monte  Piliawsky,  and 
daughter,  Rachel,  6.  She  also  has  two  grown 
sons,  Jeremy  and  Joshua.  She  received  her 
bachelor's  and  master's  degrees  at  the 
University  of  Chicago,  her  J.D.  at  Wayne 
State  University,  and  her  Ph.D.  at  Cambridge 
University.  She  is  a  member  of  the  National 
Board  of  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union. 
Before  WNEC,  she  spent  1 4  years  on  the 
faculty  of  the  University  of  Missouri-Kansas 
City.  She  practiced  with  a  private  fimi  and  did 
legal  services  work  prior  to  teaching.  Dr. 
Mahoney  has  published  numerous  articles  and 
book  chapters  on  topics  relating  to  constitu- 
tional law,  legal  history,  comparative  civil 
liberties,  and  bioethics.  Her  current  interests 
include  reprcxluctive  technology  and 
children's  rights. 
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Professor  Joan  Mahoney,  the  dean  of  the  School 
of  Law  for  the  past  two  years,  began  teaching 
full-time  this  faU. 


Says  Professor  Mahoney,  "Although 
teaching  is  our  highest  priority  here,  our 
faculty  are  also  engaged  in  scholarship, 
exploring  the  law,  and  discovering  what  it  is 
and  what  it  can  be.  The  time  they  spend  on 
scholarship  does  not  diminish  their  teaching, 
or  make  them  unavailable  to  students,  rather, 
it  increases  their  awareness  of  the  impact  of 
legal  theory  and  enhances  their  abilities  in  the 
classroom." 

The  following  five  professors  of  law 
illustrate  what  the  students  and  Dr.  Mahoney 
are  talking  about.  All  are  involved  with 
students,  making  sure  they  get  a  great 
education,  and  with  scholarship,  researching  a 
variety  of  legal  issues. 

All  of  these  professors  help  to  show  that 
the  WNEC  School  of  Law  is  thriving  and 
producing  top-notch  lawyers  as  seen  in  the 
"Where  are  They  Now"  section  on  alumni  in 
this  issue.  First  year  student  Kelli  Lawrence  in 
the  "Student  Focus"  section  also  agrees  that 
both  the  faculty  and  administration  at  the 
School  of  Law  are  accessible  and  helpful. 

WNEC  School  of  Law  is  a  "user-friendly 
place,"  as  Dr.  Mahoney  points  out.  It's  a  place 
where  faculty  and  administrators  really  care 
about  the  students.

In  his  1 3  years  here,  Arthur  Leavens  has 
enjoyed  every  aspect  of  teaching  including  his 
students,  past  and  present.  He  says,  "The  great 
part  of  teaching  is  watching  the  students  grow 
from  semester  to  semester,  even  from 
assignment  to  assignment.  They  are  eager  and 
enthusiastic  about  what  they  are  doing.  It's 
hard  not  to  share  that  enthusiasm." 

Because  of  the  Criminal  Law  Clinic  he 
teaches,  he  often  finds  himself  in  court  where 
many  of  the  lawyers  there  are  former  students. 
He  says,  "I  have  the  opportunity  to  see  how 
they've  grown  to  become  quite  remarkable 
lawyers.  During  my  sabbatical  in  1992, 1 
worked  as  an  assistant  district  attorney  in 
Springfield,  and  I  tried  cases  against  some  of 
them.  It  was  a  great  deal  of  fun." 

Professor  Leavens  received  his  A.B.  from 
Duke  University  and  his  J.D.  at  Harvard  Law 
School.  After  graduating  fi-om  law  school,  he 
clerked  for  Federal  District  Court  Judge  John 
F.  Doohng,  Jr.,  in  the  Eastern  District  of  New 
York.  He  then  was  associated  with  the  New 
York  law  firm  of  Paul,  Weiss,  Rifkind, 
Wharton  &  Garrison.  In  1979,  he  became  a 
staff  attorney  for  the  Public  Defender  Service 
for  the  District  of  Columbia  doing  both  trial 
and  appellate  work. 

Professor  Leavens  teaches  in  the  area  of 
criminal  law  and  trial  practice.  Courses  he 
instructs  include  criminal  law,  criminal 
procedure,  evidence,  the  Criminal  Law  CUnic, 
and  criminal  procedure  simulation.  The 
Criminal  Law  CUnic  involves  third  year 
students.  In  this  class,  explains  Professor 
Leavens,  "Students  go  downtown  and  act  as 
assistant  district  attorneys  in  the  D.A.'s  office. 
They  get  real  experience  this  way."  In  his 
simulation  course,  students  research  and 
litigate  real  cases  from  beginning  to  end  over 
the  semester. 

The  hst  of  Professor  Leavens'  community 
involvement  is  a  long  one.  A  resident  of 
Longmeadow,  MA,  Professor  Leavens  is 
actively  involved  in  the  town.  He  is  currently 
chairperson  of  the  Longmeadow  School 
Committee,  of  which  he's  been  a  member  for 
nine  years.  He  is  involved  in  the  town's 
recreation  programs  as  a  coach  for  fall  soccer 
and  Litde  League  baseball.  He  also  coaches

basketball  for  the  Catholic  Youth  Organization 
at  St.  Mary's  Church.  He's  coached  softball  in 
the  past  and  served  in  the  mentoring  program  at 
Williams  Middle  School  in  Longmeadow.  His 
wife,  Laurel  Brandt,  is  an  assistant  disuict 
attorney  in  Springfield.  They  have  three 
children,  Sydney,  16,  Harrison,  14,  and 
Justin,  9. 

This  summer,  Professor  Leavens  hopes  to 
finish  writing  an  article  he  has  been  working  on 
and  teach  a  summer  course  at  the  Law  School 
in  trial  advocacy.

Anne  Goldstein, 
Professor  of  Law 

Professor  Anne  Goldstein  has  been  busy 
writing  and  publishing  in  a  wide  array  of  areas 
including  homosexuality,  sodomy,  lesbian 
Utigation,  and  the  Uniform  Child  Custody 
Jurisdiction  Act. 

Before  teaching  at  Western  New  England 
College  School  of  Law,  Professor  Goldstein 
received  her  B.A.  from  Simon  Eraser 
University  and  her  J.D.  from  Northeastern 
University.  She  was  in  the  Boston  firm  of  Stem 
and  Shapiro  for  seven  years  before  coming  to 
WNEC  in  1984.  While  there,  she  handled 
major  civil  rights,  prisoner's  rights,  employ- 
ment discriinination,  product  liability  trials  and 
appeals,  and  divorce  and  child  protection  cases. 

Professor  Goldstein  has  written  twice  about 
the  Supreme  Court's  Bowers  v.  Hardwick 
decision.  In  1988  she  published  "History, 
Homosexuality,  and  PoUtical  Values: 
Searching  for  the  Hidden  Determinants  of 
Bowers  v.  Hardwick''  in  The  Yale  Law  Journal. 
In  1993,  she  was  one  of  two  commentators  on 
Janet  Halley's  "Reasoning  About  Sodomy:  Act 
and  Identity  in  and  after  Bowers  v.  Hardwick," 
in  the  Virginia  Law  Review. 

Other  published  articles  include  "The 
Tragedy  of  the  Interstate  Child:  A  Critical 
Reexamination  of  the  Uniform  Child  Custody 
Jurisdiction  Act  and  the  Parental  Kidnaping 


Professor  of  Law  Anne  Goldstein. 
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Prevention  Act"  in  the  1992  U.C.  Davis  Law 
Review:  and  "Representing  the  Lesbian  in  Law 
and  Literature"  in  Representing  Women  (1994). 

Professor  Goldstein  received  a  grant  for  the 
summer  of  1996  to  work  on  the  historical 
development  of  various  constructions  of 
homosexuality  and  how  those  constructions 
compete  and  intersect  in  Utigation  and  in 
legislation.  She  plans  to  study  four  or  five 
different  areas  including:  gays  in  the  mihtary, 
the  Colorado  Amendment,  and  child  custody 
issues. 

Professor  Goldstein  hves  in  Belchertown, 
MA,  and  enjoys  teaching  at  the  School  of  Law 
"because  WNEC  students  work  hard  and 
become  good  lawyers."

Professor  Gordon  has  taught  at  the  School 
of  Law  since  1981,  and  he's  quick  to  add, 
"And  I  still  love  it."  A  legal  historian. 
Professor  Gordon  teaches  first  year  property, 
trusts  and  estates,  American  constitutional 
history,  and  occasionally,  an  ethics  course. 

The  author  of  Lawyers  in  Politics:  Mid- 
Nineteenth  Century  Kentucky  as  a  Case  Study, 
pubUshed  in  1990,  Professor  Gordon,  in  the 
last  few  years,  has  been  interested  in  Supreme 
Court  Justice  John  Marshall  Harlan  who 
served  from  1877  until  1911.  His  grandson  by 
the  same  name  later  served  on  the  Court. 

Says  Professor  Gordon,  "Harlan  was  a 
very  important  justice  because  he  had  a 
tendency  to  write  opinions  that  speak  to  us 
today  even  more  than  to  his  contemporaries. 
He  is  most  famous  for  his  dissents  on  civil 
rights.  He  really  took  on  the  racist  majority  of 
the  court  and  fought  for  equal  legal  rights  for 
blacks  under  the  constitution."

The  last  piece  that  Professor  Gordon 
published  on  Justice  Harlan  offered  evidence 
which  led  Gordon  to  conclude  that  Harlan  had 
a  black  half-brother.  His  article  was  published 
in  the  Western  New  England  Law  Review  in 
1993  and  is  reprinted  in  the  book  Critical 
Race  Theory:  The  Cutting  Edge  pubUshed  in 
1995. 

Professor  Gordon  grew  up  in  Louisville, 
Kentucky  where  he  met  his  wife,  Marlene. 
They  now  Uve  in  Longmeadow,  MA,  with 
their  three  daughters,  Stephanie,  16,  Jennifer, 
14,  and  Beth,  10.  Professor  Gordon  received 
his  B.A.  from  the  University  of  Louisville, 
and  his  J.D.  and  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of 
Kentucky.  His  Ph.D.  was  in  American  Legal 
and  Constitutional  History.  He  practiced  law 
for  two  years  with  the  Louisville  firm  of 
Lynch,  Sherman  &  Fowler. 

Professor  Gordon  is  currently  researching 
the  rehgious  dimension  of  John  Harlan's  life 
and  how  it  influenced  him  as  a  judge  and 
lawyer.  He  began  this  research  last  simuner  on 
a  research  grant.  He  hopes  to  finish  the  piece 
this  summer. 

As  for  teaching  at  WNEC  School  of  Law, 
says  Professor  Gordon,  "I  love  the  commit- 
ment of  the  faculty  to  the  students.  There's  a 
real  sense  of  shared  purpose  here  which  is 
unusual.  I've  learned  a  lot  from  the  stiidents 
over  the  years.  We  talk  to  students  about  what 
we  do  know;  they  point  out  what  we  don't 
know,  and  we  go  from  there.  It's  a  great 
combination." 

Professor  Gordon  feels  that  having 
practiced  law,  facing  issues  lawyers  face,  he 
can  bring  that  experience  to  class.  And  outside 
the  classroom,  having  time  to  read,  reflect, 
and  research  is  important  and  exciting,  too.  "I 
really  like  watching  students  work  hard  and 
succeed.  I'm  constantly  aware  of  how  lucky  I 
am  to  be  here!" 

Gabriel  "Jack"  Chin,  Assistant 
Professor  of  Law 

Professor  Gabriel  "Jack"  Chin  is  new  to 
WNEC  School  of  Law.  He  began  teaching 
here  last  year,  and  after  one  year  he,  too,  says, 
"I  love  it.  The  faculty  members  are  great  and 
the  students  are  eager  and  want  to  learn  about 
the  law  and  how  to  be  good  lawyers." 

Professor  Chin  Uves  in  Springfield,  MA, 
with  his  wife,  Suzanne  Emam,  a  geriatric 
social  worker  at  the  Jewish  Nursing  Home  in 
Longmeadow,  MA.  He  received  his  B.A.  at 
Wesleyan  University,  his  J.D.  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Michigan,  and  his  LL.M.  at  Yale 
University.  After  he  graduated  from  law 
school,  he  clerked  for  Chief  Judge  Richard  P. 
Matsch  of  the  U.S.  District  Court  in  Denver. 
He  was  an  associate  at  Skadden,  Arps,  Slate, 
Meagher  &  Flom  in  Boston  for  two  years,  and 
then  was  associate  appellate  counsel  with  the 
Legal  Aid  Society,  Criminal  Appeals  Bureau, 


in  New  York,  for  almost  three  years.  His  areas 
of  legal  interest  include  criminal  law  and 
procedure,  immigration  law,  and  legal  ethics. 

At  WNEC,  he  teaches  criminal  law,  the 
legal  profession  (ethics),  and  appellate 
advocacy.  This  year  for  the  appellate 
advocacy  course.  Professor  Chin  used  a  real 
case,  a  criminal  heroin  prosecution  for  the 
Hampden  County  D.A.'s  office.  He  says, 
"The  stiidents  did  a  fantastic  job.  There  were 
14  second  and  third  year  students  and  they 
read  the  transcripts  of  the  trial  and  did  legal 
research  and  so  on.  It  was  exciting." 

Professor  Chin  is  also  the  advisor  to  a  new 
group  at  the  law  school.  The  Criminal  Law 
Society  was  formed  this  year  by  first  year 
students  Kelli  Lawrence  (see  "Student 
Focus")  and  Liz  Beal.  As  their  advisor. 
Professor  Chin  gives  them  suggestions  on 
what  to  do,  programs  to  sponsor,  and  the  like. 
In  fact,  it  was  Professor  Chin  who  suggested 
bringing  Stephen  Bright  to  the  school  as  a 
speaker.  Bright  is  a  death  penalty  litigator  in 
Atianta  who  also  teaches  at  Yale  Law  School. 
He  spoke  in  March  to  a  packed  auditorium. 
The  Criminal  Law  Society  cosponsored  the 
event  with  the  Student  Bar  Association. 

Professor  Chin's  specialty  is  discrimina- 
tion law  and  how  it  affects  Asian  Americans. 
He  recently  wrote  an  article  titled  "Race  and 
Immigration:  The  Immigration  and  National- 
ity Act  of  1965  as  Precedent,"  which  is  being 
pubUshed  in  the  North  Carolina  Law  Review 
this  year.  He  also  presented  this  concept  at  the 
1996  Northeast  People  of  Color  Legal 
Scholarship  Conference.  Says  Professor  Chin, 
"The  1965  Immigration  Act  remains  the  basic 
immigration  law.  Anti-inmiigration  activists 
say  the  law  was  a  big  mistake  as  it  changed 
the  racial  makeup  of  the  immigration  stream. 
So  I  looked  at  the  legislative  history  and 
interviewed  members  of  Congress  and  the 
administration  who  were  involved  in  the  bill 
and  found  out  that  they  expected  that  to 
happen.  Everyone  I  interviewed  told  me  they 
knew  the  racial  demographics  would  change 
and  that  was  the  point  of  the  law." 

Other  articles  Professor  Chin  has  worked 
on  recenUy  include  "The  Plessy  Myth:  Justice 
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Harlan  and  the  Chinese  Cases,"  to  be 
published  in  the  Fall  1996  Iowa  Luw  Review; 
"Bakke  to  the  Wall:  The  Crisis  of  Bakkean 
Diversity,"  published  in  the  William  &  Mary 
Bill  of  Rights  Journal  {1996):  and  "Getting 
out  of  Jail  Free:  Sentence  Credits  for  Periods 
of  Mistaken  Liberty,"  published  in  the 
Catholic  U.  Law  /?fv'iVn'  (1996).  Professor 
Chin  says  that  the  law  students  help  him  with 
all  his  research  and  recendy,  while  researching 
Justice  Harlan,  Professor  Gordon  was  a  big 
help. 

Professor  Chin  received  a  research  grant 
this  summer  to  work  on  several  projects.  He 
hopes  to  research  and  write  two  articles 
including  one  on  immigration.  He  also  plans 
to  write  a  book  review  with  Professor  Cole  on 
Chinese  American  legal  history.  Adds 
Professor  Chin,  "With  research  assistants,  I 
can  have  a  lot  going  on  at  the  same  time." 

The  open  door,  coUegial,  student-faculty 
reladonships  at  the  College  are  what  Professor 
Chin  likes  most.  "Faculty  are  accessible  to 
students.  This  is  very  important.  Students  need 
to  learn  law  in  a  supportive  environment.  And 
that  is  the  culture  of  WNEC  School  of  Law."

Mootz  was  busy  preparing  to  chair  a  panel  at 
the  International  Meeting  of  the  Law  and 
Society  Association  that  was  held  in  Glasgow, 
Scotiand  in  July.  His  duties  as  panel  chair

included  presenting  his  paper  titled  "Rhetori- 
cal Knowledge."  Professor  Mootz  has  written 
many  articles  applying  the  philosophy  of 
language  (hermeneutics)  to  law. 

Also,  during  the  last  year.  Professor 
Mootz  has  worked  extensively  with  the  staff 
of  the  Western  New  Englatid  Law  Review.  He 
coordinated  the  fall  1996  symposium  issue  of 
the  Law  Review  on  the  topic  of  Insurance 
Coverage  of  Employment  Disputes,  and  wrote 
one  of  the  articles  tided  "Principles  of 
Insurance  Coverage:  A  Guide  for  the 
Employment  Lawyer."  Says  Professor  Mootz, 
"I  presented  this  article  at  the  American  Bar 
Association  Annual  Meeting  in  August  1995. 
That's  where  I  had  the  idea  of  bringing  the 
work  of  these  lawyers  from  around  the 
country  together  in  a  symposium.  After  the 
meeting,  I  talked  with  other  speakers  and  got 
them  to  revise  their  papers  to  pubUsh  them  in 
our  Law  Review." 

Professor  Mootz  has  been  teaching  at 
WNEC  School  of  Law  since  1990.  He  teaches 
contracts,  employment  law,  and  sales  and 
insurance  law.  He  received  his  B.A.  at  the 
University  of  Notre  Dame,  and  his  A.M.  and 
J.D.  at  Duke  University.  After  his  studies,  he 
went  on  to  die  Hartford  firm  of  Halloran  & 
Sage  where  he  practiced  in  the  area  of 
commercial  disputes  and  litigation.  He 
currentiy  lives  in  Simsbury,  CT,  with  his  wife, 
Caren,  an  employment  lawyer  with  The 
Travelers  in  Hartford,  and  their  two  children, 
Catherine,  6,  and  Daniel,  4.

Along  with  the  heavy  work  load,  KelU  and 
another  student  helped  cofound  the  new 
Criminal  Law  Society  at  the  Law  School. 
Says  Kelli,  "It  was  Professor  Chin's  idea.  He 
suggested  it  in  one  of  my  classes.  He  is  the 
group's  advisor  and  he's  great.  He  is  really 
interested  in  us  as  students." 

Kelli  adds  that  there  is  a  real  personal  side 
to  all  the  professors  at  the  School  Law.  "They 


want  to  help  you.  This  quality  is  shared  with 
die  undergraduate  professors  as  well.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  faculty  and  administration 
at  bodi  are  a  lot  alike.

After  Professor  Chin  mentioned  the 
possibility  of  starting  a  Criminal  Law  Society 
to  his  first  year  students,  Kelli  and  another 
student,  Liz  Beal,  went  to  him  and  asked  if 
they  could  start  the  group  right  away.

The  Year  in  Review 

The  Alumni-in-Admissions  program  had 
another  successful  year  with  1 1 3  alumni 
attending  104  college  fairs  during  the  1995-96 
academic  year.  Nineteen  alumni  were  added 
to  the  list  of  college  fair  volunteers.

The  Advisory  Board  was  very  busy  during 
the  year  as  well.  They  looked  for  ways  to 
enhance  the  Alumni-in-Admissions  programs 
and  better  serve  volunteers.  New  members 
joined  the  Board  during  the  year,  and  the 
group  has  greatly  benefited  from  their  energy 
and  new  perspective. 

The  Board  sponsored  a  booth  at  Home- 
coming '95  featuring  popcorn  and  balloons.

Alumni  Association  Has 
New  Organizational 
Structure 

For  the  past  two  years,  the  National 
Committee  has  been  working  hard  on  a  new 
organizational  structure  for  the  Alumni 
Association  under  the  committee's  chairman, 
Michael  Susco  "70.  Their  hard  work  has  been 
rewarded.  This  past  June,  the  Western  New 
England  College  Board  of  Trustees  approved 
the  Alumni  Association's  new  organizational 
structure. 

As  a  result  of  this  restructuring,  alumni 
will  be  selected  as  regional  chairs,  each  to 
represent  a  specific  region  of  the  country  to 
assist  in  the  coordination  of  alumni  activities 
in  that  specific  region.  Other  alumni  will  serve 
as  area  chairpersons  to  represent  specific  areas 
of  the  different  regions.  These  representatives 
of  the  Alumni  Association  will  be  the 
coordinators  of  networking  and  other  special 
events  that  will  occur  within  their  areas  of  the 
country.  The  regional  and  area  chairpersons 
will  also  become  providers  of  information 
about  the  College  and  the  Alumni  Association. 

In  this  new  organizational  structure,  the 
Constitution  and  Bylaws  of  the  Alumni 
Association  were  revised  to  reflect  the 


changing  needs  of  the  College  as  well  as  the 
Association.  The  following  key  revisions  were 
made: 

•  The  mission  statement  of  the  Alumni 
Association  has  been  revised  and  now  reads: 
The  mission  of  the  Westem  New  England 
College  Alumni  Association  shall  be  to 
communicate  with  and  bring  value  to  the 
alumni  body  and  to  support  actively  and 
financially  the  goals  of  the  College  as  detailed 
in  its  mission  statement. 

•  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Alumni 
Association  will  be  responsible  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Westem  New  England 
College  national,  regional,  and  area  chairs. 

•  Ad  hoc  committees  were  created  to  allow 
the  Executive  Committee  to  establish 
committees  to  achieve  specific  goals  of  the 
Association.  These  committees  include 
regular,  honorary,  and  special  members  of  the 
Association. 

•  Members-at-large  were  created  to  allow 
the  past  presidents  of  the  Alumni  Association 
to  continue  their  involvement  with  the 
Association.

Former  WNEC  Hurler 
Now  a  Mad  Dog 

Jason  Falcon  "96  was  signed  as  a  free 
agent  by  the  Massachusetts  Mad  Dogs  of  the 
North  Atlantic  Independent  Baseball  League. 
The  Mad  Dogs  play  their  home  games  in 
Lynn,  MA  and  are  coached  by  former  Boston 
Red  Sox  first  baseman  George  Scott. 

The  ace  of  the  Westem  New  England 
College  pitching  staff  for  three  seasons,  Jason 
struck  out  190  batters  in  204  innings  during  his 
career,  finishing  with  a  3.04  ERA.  His  18-1 1 
career  record  is  the  third  best  ever  at  WNEC, 
and  his  six  career  shutouts  is  the  most  ever 
compiled  by  a  Golden  Bear  hurler.  However,  a 
rough  senior  season  scared  away  many  scouts, 
and  Jason  was  convinced  that  his  baseball 
career  was  over. 

"After  I  got  bombed  in  the  conference 
playoffs,  I  was  ready  to  hang  it  up,"  Jason 
says.  "It  was  a  tough  thing  for  me  to  realize.  I 
had  been  hit  pretty  hard  all  season,  and  figured 
that  I'd  reached  the  end  of  the  road." 

However,  a  call  from  the  general  manager 
of  the  Mad  Dogs  gave  Jason  the  chance  to  try 
out  for  the  Lynn  squad.  "I  didn't  know  it  at  the 
time,  but  there  were  25  of  us  competing  for 
two  spots." 

Jason  pitched  pretty  well  as  they  watched, 
but  the  clincher  may  have  come  when  they 
decided  to  pair  the  players  off  for  an  exhibition 
game.  "I  was  sitting  on  the  bench  when  they 


came  over  and  asked  the  pitcher  next  to  me  if 
he  could  play  the  outfield  since  they  were  a 
little  short  of  outfielders.  He  said  the  dumbest 
thing  -  he  said  'no.'  I  had  my  glove  in  my 
hand  and  was  running  to  the  outfield  before 
they  had  time  to  ask  me." 

Jason  played  centerfield,  had  a  couple  of 
hits  (he  finished  with  a  .349  career  batting 
average  at  WNEC),  and  pitched  two  scoreless 
innings. 

He  started  the  season  in  the  bullpen  for  the 
Mad  Dogs,  but  joined  the  starting  rotation  in 
early  July.  Through  the  end  of  July,  he  had 
compiled  a  4-0  record  and  is  sixth  in  the 
league  with  a  2.44  earned  run  average. 

Salaries  in  this  independent  league  are 
meager,  and  most  of  the  players  have  other 
jobs  when  not  playing  away  games.  Jason  lives 
at  home  with  his  parents  in  Milford,  MA,  and 
makes  the  trek  to  the  ballpark  every  day  after 
working  for  the  day  in  a  local  warehouse. 

The  Mad  Dogs  have  no  Major  League 
affiliation,  so  chances  of  making  the  leap  to 
the  big  time  are  slimmer  than  those  currently 
in  a  team's  minor  league  system.  However  one 
of  Falcon's  teammates,  Dan  Masteller,  was 
recently  signed  by  the  Montreal  Expos  and  is 
playing  at  the  AAA  level. 

"The  coach  has  told  me  that  I  need  to  work 
on  my  pickoff  move,"  says  Jason.  "And  I  need 
to  be  a  little  tougher  on  the  left-handed  hitters. 
If  I  do  that,  he  thinks  I  might  have  a  chance  to 
get  a  shot  with  a  Major  League  team." 


"I've  been  pitching  pretty  well,"  Falcon 
continues.  "No  matter  what  happens  the  rest  of 
my  career,  I'll  always  be  happy  I  got  this 
chance.  Someone  is  paying  me  to  play 
baseball!"
